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Arthur B. "Bud" Boeringer, University of 
Detroit line coach, whom the Titans honor 
today, has done more with less than any other 
man in the coaching business over the stretch 
of 15 years. Today the products of Bud's care- 
ful work will be put to the test by Arkansas U. 


Bud has taken scores of men who might not 
· even have rated a football suit at some of the 
bigger colleges and made them into linemen 
who could hold their own with the best. 


Working entirely alone as mentor of the 
forwards, Boeringer has surmounted all kinds 
of handicaps. His men usually are small as 
linemen go, and he seldom has coralled big 
"name" athletes from high or preparatory 
schools. 

However, Bud doesn't appraise his pupils 
according to size or weight. If a guy has an 
adequate physique, plenty of spirit and aver- 
age football brains, that's all the line coach 
asks. 

Detroit teams generally are outweighed by 
their opponents, sometimes by as much as 20 
pounds per man. But there is no record of 
Bud's lines ever being pushed around, no 
matter how big the opponent. 

Тһе scores of games played since Boeringer 
reported at the University of Detroit in the 
fall of 1927, are ample proof that his linemen 
have known their jobs. In 146 games, oppon- 
ents have scored more than two touchdowns 
only six times. On five of these occasions they 
made three touchdowns and one one they 
made six. The latter was in the 1931 game 
with Fordham, when a Titan team that started 
out like a winner collapsed under a terrible 
physical beating and finally lost 39 to 9, with 
most of the key men laid out. This was the 
only real whaling in the 15 years that "Bud" 
has been on the job. 


In these 146 games, Boeringer's linemen 
have been so effective that the opponents have 
failed to score 69 times, or in nearly half the 
battles. They have made only one touchdown 
37 times, a total of 106 times in 146 battles in 


which the total for the enemy was seven 


points or less. That's a record that will bear 
comparison with anything in the football 


book. 


The names of Titan linemen who were top- 
notchers by the time they graduated, despite 
the little they had to start with, would fill 
almost a column of type. The greatest of 
them all was Vincent Banonis, center in 1939, 
40, and 41, who was named pivot man on 
Grantland Rice's All-American team last fall. 
Banonis, unlike some of the stars developed by 
Boeringer, was a great prospect when he en- 
tered college and Boeringer did not have to 
start at the beginning with him. But "Bud" 
put the finishing touches on him and is credit- 
ed by Vincent with having had a very large 
part in his success. In fact, Vincent admits 
that he owes everything to his mentor. 


Boeringer-coached teams are noted for their 
intelligence. What they lack in physique they 
make up in knowledge of the game and in 
fighting spirit. "Bud" has a fighting spirit of 
his own that is contagious. Yet for all this 
aggressiveness, "Bud's" pupils play clean foot- 
ball. Time after time adversaries have come 
off the field, winning or losing, remarking 
that they never encountered better sportsman- 
ship. Boeringer has no time for dirty football 
for two reasons: it isn't played by guys who 
have the intestinal fortitude to play fairly, and 
it doesn't pay, for the slight advantage it 
might give would be offset by the costly penal- 
ties that result from regular use. 


Like all successful coaches, Boeringer wins 
both the affection and respect of his pupils. 
They go on the field with the urge to win for 
"Bud." Of course, this genius of line play has 
had many offers to go elsewhere as head coach, 


but he can't be lured away from Charles E. 
"Gus" Dorais, head coach. They form such a 
perfect team, that, together, with Lloyd 
Brazil, backfield coach, they toss off apparent 
miracles with ease. Twice as many coaches at 
some colleges can't begin to get the same 
results.

Little David is no longer operating in the Razor- 
back backfield and may not see much actual play 
from his guard slot at Detroit. He suffered a broken 
finger at Dallas last week, but will still be available 
as a kicker for extra points, or perhaps a field goal, 
if needed. 

Several others return to Detroit in an effort to 
make it two in a row over Coach Gus Dorais' boys. 
Gone are the great tackles, Jeff Coats and Nig 
Bynum; the star centers, Pete Cato and Ken Hay- 
den; the angular ends, O'Neal Adams and R. C. 
Pitts; and the stalwart guards, Jack Clark, Bo Sis- 
son and Johnny Sutton, as well as Backs Hubert 
Barker, Bratton Haynes, Louis Ramsey, Pug Neal 
and Leslie Ross. 

But, Ends Joe Tibbitts and Red Johnson, Tackles 
Clayton Wynne, Bob Green and Jay Lawhon, 
Guards Paul Paladino and Gene Golden and Backs 
Co-Captain Chick Forte, David Paul Jones, Mere- 
dith Jones, Babe Cialone, Frank Delmonego and 
little Max Sallings return for more duty. 


Lawhon is rated today as one of the greatest 
tackles in Southwest conference history—which 
covers a lot of ground. He is big, rugged and fast 
as a back. For three straight weeks he has been 
playing in rival backfields Texas Aggies, Rice and 
Southern Methodist. A week after the current sea- 
son ends the big Mule will be in the Naval Reserve 
on active duty. 

From the Arkansas publicity director, comes this 
last minute analysis of the Razorback successes or 
lack of successes, this season: 


"Last Saturday the much-battered Razorbacks 

showed great signs of coming to life in a bitter 
battle against the aerial-minded Southern Metho- 
dist Mustangs at Dallas. In the fleeting moments 
of the first half Arkansas shook loose its powerful 
tailback and co-captain, 202-pound Robert (Chick) 
Forte for a 70-yard gain. Time ran out before the 
injured Forte could collect his breath and finish the 
job. 
“Im the second half the Razorbacks cut loose with 
some of the air wizardry which once stamped them 
as the 'passingest team in the nation' to start a 
drive which bit deeply in Mustang territory. "Гһе 
Methodists stopped that drive, but a moment later 
End Virgil (Red) Johnson snagged a Mustang pass 
and galloped 30 yards for the touchdown. 

“The Mustangs came back to push over two 
touchdowns, one on a 55-yard gallop and the other 
an 18-yard pass, to win by 14-6. However, the 
Razorbacks launched a new drive near the end 
and the clock caught them on the 15-yard stripe. 
This was a great source of satisfaction to Coach 
George Cole who had seen his club 'fold' several 
times earlier in the season.

TITAN NOTES

Although teams from the Southwestern section 
have a deserved reputation as ranking among the 
best in the land, University of Detroit never has 
had much trouble with them. During the dynasty 
of Charles E. "Gus" Dorais as head coach, the 
Titans have played a total of 13 games with five 
different teams from the Southwest and have won 
10 of these. One of the three games that the ‘Titans 
dropped was decided by three points—a last sec- 
ond field goal by Arkansas last year—and another 
by a single touchdown. The only real whaling the 
Red and White ever took was 19 to 6 at the hands 
of Oklahoma A. & M. in 1984. Incidentally this 
beating was in the middle of a three-game losing 
streak, the longest string of reverses that the Titans 
ever have sustained under Dorais. 


Detroit's two final home games this season are 
with Arkansas and Oklahoma A. & M. and while 
neither of these teams has had much luck in the 
tough competition that it has encountered in its 
own section, the dopesters shouldn't jump to the 
conclusion that they are soft touches. Down in that 
Southwestern country the game of football like the 
"spaces" is wide open. They fling the ball around 
regardless of the score, the position on the field, the 
time remaining to play or anything else. When a 
team happens to be “hot” it may run up à score of 
30 or 40 points as easily as an outfit with a more 
orthodox offense would score a single touchdown. 
You can't assume that the beaten team had a 
fundamentally weak defense, either. It may simply 
have been up against a great offense. 


Тһе Titans have had only one encounter with 
Arkansas, their opponent of Saturday, November 
91, and that is a sad memory. The Red and White 
stopped the vaunted Razorback passing attack and 
the score was tied 6 to 6 with only two seconds to 
go when the invaders kicked a field goal. They 
never would have had this chance except for a 
Titan pass that went wrong when Dorais' men were 
making a desperate effort to break the tie. Detroit 
could have settled for a drawn conflict, but gambled 
to win. 

Against Oklahoma A. & M., the Titans have been 
very successful, winning three of the four games 
played. The Aggies took the 1934 game 19 to 6, 
but lost in 1935, 13 to 0, in 1936, 46 to 12, and in 
1941, 20 to 14. 

In its other scuffles with Southwestern teams De- 
troit has come out on top by a wide margin. It has 
beaten Tulsa six of seven games played, Texas 
'Tech two of two and Texas Christian one of one. 

Maybe one reason for this good record is that 
the ‘Titans, being themselves a forward-passing 
team, have developed an unusually successful de- 
fense against this style of play.
